A special reason 



A SPECIAL charity ball will be held in May 
to celebrate the news that a Harlow young¬ 
ster has beaten cancer. 

Three-year-old Ava McCarthy was 
declared cancer-free last month. Now her 
parents - Chris and Kerry - are planning to 
celebrate by raising even more money for 
Ava’s Pink Quest. 

Ava was first diagnosed with a Wilms 
tumour - a form of kidney cancer - when she 
was just two. Since then her family have 
been raising money for the Children’s 
Cancer and Leukaemia Group, a charity 
that has been supporting them after they 
received the devastating news. 

So far they have managed to raise more 
than £30,000 while Ava has undergone 
chemotherapy, radiotherapy and 11 hours 
of surgery. 

Now Chris and Kelly have been told Ava, 
who will be four next month, is in remission. 

“It was a funny sense really as at first we 
were not told directly she was in remission, 
said Kerry. “As Ava has suffered complica¬ 
tions there has always been a grey area. 
Doctors said the next two years are critical 
but on the whole she is doing very well. 

“She is thriving, her hair is coming back 
and everyone is just really happy.” 

It was in July 2012 when 32-year-old Kerry, 
of Felmongers, first felt a hard lump on Ava’s 
stomach. Despite doctor’s advice to wait

and see, her mother’s instinct told 
her something could be seriously 
wrong and so Ava was taken to 
Princess Alexandra Hospital. 

“I didn’t know what was wrong but I 
knew something wasn’t right,” said 
Kerry. 

Within hours Ava was transferred to 
Great Ormond Street Children’s Hos¬ 
pital where, after a weekend’s wait, 
doctors confirmed she had a Wilms 
tumour. 

Chris, 36, and Kerry - who also have 
a two-year-old son Aston - started 
fundraising for the CCLG by holding 
Ava’s Pink Party. 

“That started it all off for us, said 
Kerry. “The fundraising and support has 
just exceeded all our expectations. 

“I started the fundraising as something 
to occupy my mind. It was something else to 
focus on while I stayed with Ava in the hos¬ 
pital and as I couldn’t be with Aston. That is 
how the Pink Party came along which raised 
£5,000 on its own.” 

The family, who celebrated Ava’s cancer- 
free diagnosis with a trip to Disneyland in 
Florida, are now enjoying returning to nor¬ 
mality. They will be hosting a charity ball in 
May as a further celebration. 

Kerry added: “It is a chance to raise money 
again and for people to have a really good 
time with us and celebrate the good 
news.”

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Second man 
charged with 
teen assault 

POLICE investigating an 
assault on a teenager in 
Harlow last year have this 
week charged a second 
man with causing grievous 
bodily harm. 

The victim - 17-year-old 
Jake Taylor, of Tithelands - 
suffered a broken ankle 
and facial injuries when he 
was assaulted outside a 
house party in Woodwards, 
Harlow, on Friday, 
November 22. 

The former Harlow Rugby 
Club youth player died on 
January 15 of natural 
causes from an unrelated 
medical condition. 

On Tuesday police 
announced they had 
charged Jacob Beecham, 

20, of Northbrooks, 

Harlow, with GBH without 
intent. He has been 
released on police bail to 
appear at Chelmsford 
Magistrates Court on 
March 19. 

Another man - Dean Neil, 
20, of Altham Grove, 
Harlow - has already been 
charged with GBH without 
intent and assault. 

No further action is to be 
taken against two other 
teenagers arrested in 
connection with the 
incident. 

Cyclist treated 
for back injuries 

A CYCLIST suffered back 
injuries when he was 
involved in an accident 
with a car in Second 
Avenue, Harlow, on 
Monday morning. 

The road was closed for 
two hours following the 
accident which happened 
shortly before 9am. 

The cyclist was taken to 
Princess Alexandra 
Hospital for treatment to 
his injuries. The driver of 
the silver Ford Focus estate 
car was not injured. 

Second Avenue was 
closed until around 11am 
while police carried out 
investigation work. 


Sam helps shore up flood defences

A ROYAL Navy engineer from Harlow has 
been helping to build defences in 
Hampshire as part of the military 
response to protect communities from 
flood waters. 

Leading air engineering technician Sam 
Kellow, 25, joined HMS Illustrious - the 
Royal Navy’s Portsmouth-based 
helicopter and commando carrier - two 
weeks ago. 

Since then he has been part of a 
100-strong team helping to fill sandbags 
and reinforce flood defences in 
Winchester and Romsey. 

Sam, who joined the Royal Navy in 2008 
and has completed a tour of Afghanistan, 
said: “As an aircraft engineer I help to 
maintain the ship’s embarked aircraft and 
the infrastructure needed to support 


them. However, we have now been tasked 
to assist wherever possible to build 
flood defences to protect 
houses from the flooding. 

“This the first time since 
joining the Royal Navy that I 
have been involved directly 
with helping people. 

“We’ve spent all weekend 
filling sandbags and building 
flood defences to help people protect 
their homes” 

The former Passmores School pupil 
added: “We’re trained to expect to help 
with natural disasters all over the 
world but it’s a bit different when it’s 
your own backyard. 

“Everyone is more than happy to 
help out.” 



Shop scaffolding ‘is 
wrecking my trade’

A BUSINESSMAN fears he is facing 
financial ruin because scaffolding 
erected outside his shop is driving 
customers away. 

David Burns, who owns DBS Comp¬ 
uters in The Stow, said his takings 
have fallen from £360 a day to just £10 
because potential customers think his 
premises are closed. 

The scaffolding was put up by Harlow 
Council because of structural probems 
with the property above the shop. 

Mr Burns, who pays £875 rent per 
month, is not covered by his insurance 
policy as the issues are not with his 
shop. 

“It is really frustrating,” he said. “The 
scaffolding went up in the middle of 
January and the council told me last 
Tuesday that they would put out a ten¬ 
der on Monday which would last 12 
weeks. 

“Then it’s a question of deciding who 
to do the work and doing the work 
itself. It means the scaffolding will be 
up for 16-18 weeks.” 

“My contract finishes in August and 
it will be July by the time everything is 
done if it is done in the 16-18 weeks.” 

He added: “The council did supply a 
small sign saying ‘DBS Computers is 



open’ but it is so small and it has not 
helped. 

“I keep getting people pop their head 
in saying that they thought I was 
closed - and usual customers calling 
to ask if I’m closed. I’ve had people 
travelling from further afield drive 
right past and then call me saying they 
couldn’t find the shop or it was under 
construction so they went home. 

“It is having a direct impact on busi¬ 
ness. I make £10 a day now, I used to be 
able to make £360. It’s a huge fall and I 
cannot afford to keep making these 
kinds of losses.” 

Cllr Tony Durcan, cabinet portfolio 
holder for resources and enterprise at 
Harlow Council, said: “The recent 


high winds have damaged the build¬ 
ing’s main wall making it unsafe so we 
had no choice but to put up scaffold¬ 
ing. 

“Our main concern is the safety and 
welfare of local people using the area. 
We are following a contract tender 
process for the repair work and this 
work will begin shortly. 

“We are listening to the owner’s con¬ 
cerns as we will be adjusting planned 
improvements to windows so the scaf¬ 
folding can be removed as soon as the 
repairs have been completed.” 

He added: “The owner was consult¬ 
ed over the signage but we are happy 
to erect additional or bigger signage if 
needed.”

Planners should think again 
of ways to declutter our roads 

SIR, I agree with Ian Kennett ( Letters , 
February 20) who stated that a northern 
bypass is the only solution which would 
take A414 traffic away from the town. 

In fact the first proposed route for the 
Mil was to pass north of the town, with 
the main route into town from the north. 

The town was designed with this as the 
main access route, where industrial traffic 
would simply turn left to Templefields or 
right to Pinnacles and not affect local 
traffic or the residential areas of the town. 

Despite the extra cost of this scheme, I 
would urge the planners to think again. 

With regard to other local congestion, 
having lived in the town for over 30 years 
and having seen the change from free 
flowing traffic to what it is now, I struggle 
to understand why our planners have 
repeatedly implemented changes which 
seem to be intended to impede traffic flow. 

For example, there was never a problem 
driving south on Velizy Avenue until the 
bus lane was added. The congestion 
heading west along Second Avenue is 
caused by the bus lane traffic lights and 
the new pedestrian crossing. The access 
from Fifth Avenue to the Gateway 
development on the site of the old ski slope 
was totally unnecessary (with easy access 
from Hammarskjold Rd) and the route 
through Templefields could have be kept 
freer of traffic lights (e.g. providing access 
to the retail park via the Queensgate 
Centre). 

Could I therefore urge the planners 
consider ways to de-clutter the roads we 
already have?

Selfish drivers to blame for 
traffic hold-ups at junction 

SIR, The Star has given considerable 
coverage to the proposals for a new 
junction 7a for the Mil in order to ease 
traffic in Harlow. 

Whilst I have a tendency to agree with the 
underlying principle of a new junction, I 
do question the view put forward by many 
that congestion at the Hastingwood/Mll 
roundabout is caused primarily by the 
volume of traffic. 

As a driver who regularly uses this route 
to join the Mil southbound, it never 
ceases to amaze me how little notice 
drivers take of the very clear directions at 
this junction. 

Road markings and signage clearly 
indicate that the left hand lane is for Mil 
northbound and then for Chelmsford 
traffic. The right hand lane is for Mil and 
then Epping. 

Yet the number of cars in the left hand 
lane who then ignore Chelmsford and 
head for the Mil - or even worse Epping - 
meaning they have to cross two lanes of 
traffic is astonishing. It is the selfish 
actions of these drivers who obviously feel 
that their time is far more valuable than 
that of any other road user that is 
responsible for the delays in negotiating 
this roundabout and entry route to the 
Mil. 

What is more, many of these drivers 
refuse to let those of us using the correct 
lanes move over as the signs indicate we 
should and some even act aggressively 
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towards those attempting to do so, as 
though they are the ones in the wrong! 

A little more patience and courtesy 
combined with basic road craft would 
ensure smoother moving traffic, less 
congestion and fewer delays for everyone.

Ill-conceived improvements 
will just be a waste of time 

SIR, May I draw your readers’ attention to 
the recent Public Notice published in the 
Star detailing the prohibition traffic from 
turning right into Burnt Mill Lane when 
travelling north on Fifth Avenue. 

This requires any vehicle trying to access 
the outdoor pursuits centre and the newly 
formed Riverside car park to continue, 
generally in heavy traffic, down to the 
roundabout and return southwards back 
along Fifth Avenue to turn left into BML. 

This order, together with the closure of 
the road bridge in BML, is a contentious 
issue for no-one can inform the public if it 
will be repaired or replaced. 

It is believed by many as an assist to 
alleviate the problem and stupidity of the 
costly Edinburgh Way/Elizabeth Way 
roundabout reconstruction works, which 
so far has caused traffic congestion, 
pollution, anger and misery to countless 
drivers. 

Whatever benefit, if any, we may receive 
on completion of this work will be 
cancelled out by the increase in traffic 
along Elizabeth Way from Poundland’s 
new site at Pinnacles plus the proposed 
200 houses at the rugby club and 100 flats 
at the Motorsales site. 

Having used the Edinburgh Way/ 
Elizabeth Way roundabout several times a 
day for many years and experienced 
several so-called improvements - i.e. 


traffic lights installed and removed after 
realising they caused more delay to traffic 
movement -1 suggest the following as the 
most efficient way to help traffic flow into 
and out of Harlow along Fifth Avenue. 

Create a slip road to connect up to the 
dual carriageway and a slip road onto Fifth 
Avenue when travelling south from High 
Wych direction. This section of road is 
generally held up by cars waiting to cross 
the roundabout to proceed towards 
Hertford. 

Also, install a reasonably sized bus layby 
in the position of the present bus stops, 
reduce the size of the roundabout to stop 
cars zooming around as if at Brands Hatch 
racetrack and a 30mph speed limit which 
will assist traffic movement into and out of 
Burnt Mill Lane should it ever re open. 

It is my opinion that the stupidity of this 
costly, ill conceived roundabout 
improvement work is only surpassed by 
the stupidity of the proposed suggested 
new link from the Mil into Harlow to feed 
traffic along an already busy Gilden Way.

THE team responsible for cooking 
meals for patients and staff at Harlow’s 
Princess Alexandra Hospital found 
themselves in the spotlight when TV 
chef James Martin paid a visit during 
filming for his new daytime series 
Operation Hospital Food. 

Last year James made a national 
appeal for hospitals which wanted to 
feature in the programmes in which he 
offers advice on improving menus. 

The series kicked off on Monday with 
his visit to PAH during which he 
commented on the hospital’s good 
quality food and the excellent service 
of catering staff. However, his tweaks 



to the hospital’s catering operation led 
to £100-a-day increase in restaurant 
takings.

CAMPAIGNERS waging a battle to 
prevent thousands of homes being 
built on countysisde to the north of 
Harlow are gearing up for their 
“last chance” to block plans. 

East Herts Council has earmarked 
land at Gilston Park for development 
as part of its longer term planning, 
saying it has the potential to deliver 
3,000 properties between 2022 and 
2031 with more to follow. 

The authority says the “broad 
location” is needed because Bishop’s 
Stortford and surrounding East 
Herts villages cannot deliver their 
share of the 15,000 new homes resi¬ 
dents will require over the next two 
decades, creating a deficit of 2,853. 

Today (Thursday) the district 
council launches a public consulta¬ 
tion on its draft local plan proposals 
which include its long-term vision 
for the Gilston area bordering High 
Wych and Hunsdon. 

But the Stop Harlow North pres¬ 
sure group has warned that once 
land is identified for development 
“there will be no defence against 
any future planning application”. 

“We need to ensure a massive 
response rejecting the principle of 
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development in the Gilston area,” it 
said. “We will need to give East 
Herts Council clear evidence that 
residents do not want major build¬ 
ing on the green fields north of 
Harlow.” 

The group is planning a publicity 
campaign to push its message and 
Hunsdon Parish Council is hosting a 
public meeting at 7.30pm on March 
17 in the village hall. 

A spokesman for SHN said: “Cllr 
Mike Carver will be attending and 
we hope he will be able to explain 
why East Herts Council has sud¬ 
denly abandoned its long-held and 
widely documented opposition to 
development north of Harlow in 
East Herts.” 

A further public meeting will be 
arranged in the High Wych/Gilston 
area in April. 

The SHN spokesman said: “This 
consultation is vital to killing the 
idea of Harlow North. This really is 
the last chance to avoid the land 
being allocated for development in 
this plan.”

Council awards 
£90,000 advice 
contract to CAB 


A CONTRACT worth £90,000 over three 
years to replace Harlow’s welfare rights and 
advice service has been awarded by council¬ 
lors. 

Only one tender was received. Although 
Harlow Council has refused to name the suc¬ 
cessful bidder until the end of the statutory 
call-in period, the Star understands it is the 
Citizen’s Advice Bureau. 

The new contract - one of three options 
which also included a £50,000 and £70,000 
alternative - is for weekday and outreach 
services. It will come into effect on April 1. 

The provider will employ three specialist 
advisors supported by around 30 volunteers. 

Free impartial and confidential specialist 
advice will be available to residents and the 
new contractor will work with the council, 
funding agencies and other service provid¬ 
ers. 

Council leader Mark Wilkinson said this 
week: “I am very pleased the council is now 
in a position to award a new contract for a 
specialist welfare rights and advice service in 
the town. 

“The free-to-use service will support resi¬ 
dents who need help coping with the chal¬ 
lenges they face. The service provided will 
complement and add to existing advice ser- 
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vice provision in the town and to the advice 
the council offers. 

“This new contract will provide both a high 
quality service for residents and value for 
money for the council.” 

He added: “The council and the contractor 
will be making a further announcement 
about the new service in the coming weeks.” 

The new service follows Harlow Council’s 
on-going battle with Harlow Welfare Rights & 
Advice (HWRA) which ended in October last 
year after a High Court judge ordered the 
winding up of the service. 

HWRA, which was based in the advice cen¬ 
tre building at East Gate, closed its doors over 
a year ago after becoming embroiled in a row 
over money owed to the council, which 
rejected the offer of a phased repayment plan 
including an immediate payment of £60,000. 

Two of the three organisations that funded 
HWRA agreed to finance a new charity - 
named Harlow Advice Centre - which is now 
based at Harlow Library in the town centre. 

It is currently offering a limited range of 
specialist benefits and debt advice four days 
a week. 
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Tax bills to rise by 
1.49% from April 

COUNCIL tax bills for people living 
in the average Band C property in 
Harlow will rise by £5.86 a year - or 
lip a week - from April. 

Harlow Council has increased its 
share of the bill by 1.49 per cent while 
the amount paid to Essex Police will 
rise by 1.97 per cent. 

Essex County Council and Essex 
Fire and Rescue Service are not 
increasing their shares of the bill. 

Harlow Council - which collects the 
money on behalf of the county 
council, police and fire service - 
keeps £17 of every £100 collected. 
Essex County Council receives £70, 
Essex Police £9 and Essex Fire 
Authority £4. 

It means increases of between £4.39 
(Band A) to £13.18 (Band H) for 
Harlow residents. 

Council leader Mark Wilkinson 
(Labour) said: “The money raised by 
increasing our share of council tax by 
1.49 per cent will help protect the 
services we provide, especially when 
the council was faced with making 
savings of £1.5m to balance its books 
for 2014/15. 

“It was a tough choice but a choice 
which will protect services this year.” 

The tax levels were finalised at a 
special meeting of the council last 
Thursay (February 20). Residents will 
receive their bills for 2014/15 early 
next month. 

Cllr Wilkinson added: “For the 
average council taxpayer in Harlow 
the weekly cost for Harlow Council 
services is just £4.42. This helps 
provide services to 81,944 people and 
funds services like waste and 
recycling collections, street cleaning, 
maintenance of parks and open 
spaces, environmental health, 
licensing and playgrounds.”

MP welcomes fall in 
town’s jobless total 


HARLOW MP Robert Halfon has hailed the 
the latest fall in the town’s unemployment 
figure as proof that the Government’s 
economic policies are working. 

Figures released by the Office of National 
Statistics for the whole of the UK show the 
number of people registered as out of work fell 
by 125,000 to 2.34 million in the three months 
to December. 

In Harlow, the jobless figure for Harlow stood 
at 1,972 - 463 fewer claimants when compared 
to the January 2013 total. 

“It is great news that unemployment is down 
in Harlow and across Essex,” said Mr Halfon. “It 
is now lower than 2010, with youth and long¬ 
term unemployment falling as well. 

“I pay tribute to hardworking staff at the Job 
Centre, Seetec and Ingneus for their work in 
getting people back into employment.” 

Mr Halfon, who holds an annual jobs fair in 
the town, also pointed to the number of 
apprenticeships created by Government 
investments as a reason for the drop. 

“Every year I hold a jobs fair and I have been 
encouraged by the many jobs on offer,” he 
added. “I also welcome the huge Government 
investment in apprenticeships which have risen 
in Harlow by 84 per cent in the past year.” 
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He added: “Harlow is open for business with 
new jobs and investment with a new Aldi store 
and a Poundland warehouse shortly to open. 

“We still have a long way to go but at least the 
Government’s economic policies are getting 
people back into jobs.” 

Suzy Stride, Labour’s Parliamentary 
candidate for Harlow, warned that not enough 
was being done to address what she described 
as the cost-of-living crisis. 

“I welcome the fall in unemployment but the 
Government must not be complacent,” she said. 
“More than 900,000 young people are still 
unemployed and over 250,000 young people 
have been unemployed for over a year. 

“Long-term youth unemployment has more 
than doubled since the general election and 
although things have improved in the last few 
months there’s still a long way to go. 

“Not enough is being done to address the cost- 
of-living crisis that is affecting Harlow 
residents. More people in poverty are now in 
work than are out of work which is why Harlow 
Council is now paying all of its workers a living 
wage.”

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Fundraising continues 

as work starts 
on Scouts hut

A SCOUT group whose hut was 
destroyed in an arson attack two 
years ago has renewed its appeal for 
funds to build a replacement. 

The 7th Harlow Scouts have started 
work on the new hut at Manor Hatch 
Close. Once it is finished it will pro¬ 
vide a permanent meeting place for 
scores of Scouts, Cubs and Beavers. 

But despite a successful fundraising 
campaign, the group still need more 
cash to finish the work. 

So far it has managed to raise more 
than £70,000 with a ‘Buy a Brick’ cam¬ 
paign which gives individuals and 
companies the chance to purchase a 
brick for £5 that will be used in the 
building. 

Around 50 past and present mem¬ 
bers of the group as well as parents 
attended a meeting last week at which 
they were given an update on progress 
and discussed developing both a five- 
year and 10-year plan for the new 
building. 

Among the issues which were dis¬ 
cussed were how best to fund the 
remaining work, how to form a group 
committee and how to capitalise on 
using ‘green’ energy. 

Scout leader Harry Tennison said: 
“We now have a clear pathway of what 
the group members feel is best for the 
group. 

“What we have to do now is go away 
and make sure we can implement this 
to ensure our young people continue 
on the adventure which is Scouting 
with an enormous smile on their faces.” 

Work on the new building continues 
despite the recent bad weather and 
the group is now appealing to local 
tradesmen willing to help by volun¬ 
teering their services. 

“The new building will be a home for 
all of us and we want to see as 
many people involved as possi¬ 
ble,” said Mr Tennison. 

Denise Dalby said: “The fire 
destroyed everything, nothing 
could be rescued.

Man threatened to bite off cop’s 
nose after claiming he had HIV 


A MAN who claimed he had HIV 
and threatened to bite off a police 
officer’s nose has been spared 
jail. 

Ajit Singh, 35, of Taylifers, Har¬ 
low, made five phone calls to 
police containing “abusive” mes¬ 
sages, Chelmsford Magistrates 
Court was told. 

After being arrested he was 
placed in a police cell in which he 
urinated and defecated, smear¬ 
ing the spyhole with faeces. 

Singh pleaded guilty to making 
telephone calls which were 
threatening to Essex Police and 
damaging a custody cell at 
Harlow police station, both on 15 
January. He also admitted 
assaulting a pub employee and 
three charges of assaulting police 
officers. 

Emma Howson, prosecuting, 
said that on January 15 Singh 
made a number of abusive tele¬ 
phone calls to police. When offic¬ 
ers went to his home he answered 
the door with a phone in his hand 
and told them: “I’m just phoning 
you back again.” 

Singh was arrested and while 


being taken to Harlow Police 
Station he told an officer: “I’m 
going to bite your nose off. I’ve got 
HIV, would you get it?” 

Ms Howson added: “Placed in a 
police cell, he defacated and uri¬ 
nated and smeared the spyhole, 
which cost £120 to clean up.” 

Referring to the assault charges, 
Ms Howson said Singh was arr¬ 
ested at Bishopsgate in London 
for punching a pub worker in the 
face on January 29. When he was 
arrested he “bared his teeth and 
lunged at a police officer”. 

Singh was released on bail but 
when he returned to Bishopsgate 
Police Station on February 18 he 
threw food and coffee at two City 
of London police officers. 

Gabrielle Heaney, representing 
Singh, said in mitigation: “The 
key matter at the heart of the 
problem is Mr Singh’s alcohol 
problem, which is very extensive 
and the root of all his behaviour.” 

Singh was given a 22-week jail 
sentence suspended for 18 
months and ordered to attend 
aggression replacement and alco¬ 
hol treatment programmes.

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Detectives appeal to find 
owner of ‘stolen’ jewellery 


POLICE searching for 
the owners of several 
items of jewellery 
which they believe 
were stolen and then 
dumped at two 
locations in Harlow 
have released these 
pictures.

Court ban for dog owner 
guilty of animal neglect

ANIMAL welfare officers acting on a tip-off 
from a member of the public found a dog with 
one of its legs covered in ulcerated tissue and 
rotting flesh, a court heard. 

The dog’s owner - care assistant Anita 
Jennings, 44, of Hare Street Springs, Harlow - 
was given a 12-week suspended jail sentence 
after pleading guilty to three offences of 
neglecting the animal. She was also banned 
from owning any more dogs for a minimum of 
10 years. 

Prosecutor Stuart Cooper told Chelmsford 
Magistrates Court the RSPCA was contacted 
by a member of the public because the dog - 
which was called Bruno, pictured right - was 
rarely seen outside. 

RSPCA inspector Steve Reeve visited 
Jennings’ home on October 8 and saw an 
elderly rottweiler with an obvious large growth 
on its right paw. “The nails on that paw were so 
long they had curled around in a complete 
circle,” he said. 

The dog was taken away to be examined by a 
vet but had to be put down. 

Mr Cooper continued: “The post-mortem 
showed Bruno had a very obvious, patently 
obvious, large malignant tumour on his right 
leg. It was covered in dead tissue as well as 
ulcerated tissue. In other words the flesh was 
rotting it was so bad. 

“The tumour was so large it reached right 
through the leg to both bones in that leg and 
had started to spread to other parts of the 



body. It had been there for some time and 
spread considerably. The claws would have 
taken a minimum of 15 weeks to reach that 
situation.” 

When interviewed, Jennings - a single moth¬ 
er of two grown-up children - said the dog had 
been in that condition for several months. She 
initially obtained a 10-day course of antibiot¬ 
ics from a vet but did not follow it up because 
of her financial circumstances. 

She added she had wanted to put him to 
sleep but could not afford the vet fees of £200. 
The prosecutor said euthanasia usually cost 
£30 and the vet Jennings mentioned had since 
closed down. 

The court was told the RSPCA inspector also 
saw two cats at Jennings’ home, both of which 
were in reasonable health. 

Jennings admitted causing unnecessary suf¬ 
fering to the animal between March 20 and 
September 20 last year by failing to provide 
proper vet care for Bruno in respect of lame¬ 


ness and the ulcerated mass. She also admit¬ 
ted failing to take reasonable steps to ensure 
the needs of Bruno by not routinely clipping 
his claws or to investigating why he was 
underweight. 

Lorna Glover, representing Jennings, said in 
mitigation the defendant had not deliberately 
caused pain and suffering, adding: “She sim¬ 
ply didn’t have the money to pay for vet treat¬ 
ment.” 

She said that Jennings had tried to cut 
Bruno’s claws but he growled at her so she 
stopped. 

Jennings and her husband had taken in 
Bruno as a rescue dog four years previously. It 
was her husband’s pet but when he left her the 
dog stayed with the family. 

“The reality is that Jennings could not cope 
with the dog,” said Miss Glover. “The amount 
and level of care and attention and money and 
responsibility which he needed she simply 
couldn’t give him and there’s an element of 
turning a blind eye to his medical needs which 
exacerbated over time.” 

She said that although Jennings worked full¬ 
time as a care assistant there was little spare 
money. 

“She works in a caring profession,” said Miss 
Glover. “This is not indicative of how she nor¬ 
mally lives her life. She is desperately sorry for 
what happened to Bruno.” 

Speaking after the case, RSPCA inspector 
Stephen Reeves said: “No animal should have 
to go for that length of time without getting 
treatment. Unfortunately, Bruno would have 
been in great pain.”

Switch on to other ways 
of saving yourself money 


T HOSE of you who read the Star 
regularly will know that some 
utility companies are ripping 
their customers off by charging them 
extra if they do not pay their utility 
bills by direct debit. 

When looking into this problem, I 
found that people who do not use direct 
debit pay on average £114 per year more. 
These charges are excessive and hit the 
poor, vulnerable, and elderly the 
hardest. 

I recently held a Parliamentary debate 
on this issue and the energy minister 
said he would be asking Ofgem to look 
into whether these charges are fair. I 
also proposed a law which could cap the 
amount that energy companies would 
be able to charge customers who choose 
not to pay by direct debit. 

As a result, First Utility - Britain’s 
biggest independent energy provider - 
has agreed to drop its charges from £96 
per year to a more reasonable £2 per 
month. 

But there are also other ways that 
Harlow residents can save money. One 
way is by switching energy provider. 
Figures from Ofgem show that 70 per 
cent of people who switched energy 
providers last year saved money. 

This is why I am working with 
comparethemarket.com to promote 
their Great British Switch Weekend 
which will take place on March 15-16. It 
will allow consumers to switch energy 
companies without any penalty and 
already some big companies have 
agreed to it. I would encourage all 
Harlow residents to consider switching 
providers to get a better deal. 

The Government is also taking action 
to cut bills such as forcing energy

companies to put people on the lowest 
tariffs, providing a rebate to every 
customer and giving discounts and 
financial support to those on low 
incomes to help them pay their bills. 

A s readers will know, I have been 
fighting hard to protect youth 
services in Harlow and I am 
grateful for the help of all of the political 
parties. 

In Parliament I raised the issue with 
ministers and tabled a Commons 
Motion. I also had two meetings with 
Eric Pickles, the Secretary of State for 
Local Government, and the Leader of 
Essex Council. 

The good news is that youth services 
in Harlow will be protected and 
spending on services across Essex will 
increase by £lm. All youth centres will 
remain open, including the Youth Hub 
in Harlow, and I will push for some of 
the extra funding to be used to 
regenerate it. 

I pay tribute to Harlow Youth Council 


and youth workers for their campaign 
and for showing that when Harlow 
comes together it makes a big 
difference. 

There is however a real worry about 
redundancies, although I am not yet 
aware of any details. The youth workers 
in Harlow are exceptional and Essex 
Council should do everything possible 
to keep them as we do not want to lose 
their valued expertise. 

S ince 20101 have been fighting hard 
to improve railway journeys for 
commuters by having regular 
meetings with Greater Anglia. 

During a recent Parliamentary debate 
I raised commuters’ concerns over areas 
such as the lack of facilities at Harlow 
Mill station and called for it to be 
refurbished. I also asked for longer 
trains to be introduced in order to 
decrease overcrowding and for the 
Oyster card system to be extended into 
Harlow. 

Greater Anglia has been voted joint 
worst train service by commuters in the 
country and this is unacceptable. I have 
written to them to ask for an 
explanation of what they are doing to 
help commuters and I am seeking an 
urgent meeting. 

T hank you to those people who 
completed the survey about the 
Mil Junction 7a that I have sent to 
nearly every home in Harlow. The good 
news is that the consultation has been 
extended to March 17 so please keep 
sending your responses in. 

I will be sure to represent your views 
to Essex Council so that we can make 
sure we get the best option for Harlow.

A BABY sea turtle, which was washed 
ashore in the storms on a Welsh beach, is 
recovering at Bristol Aquarium. 

The tiny loggerhead turtle, which has 
been nicknamed ‘Stormy’ and measures 
just 17cm in length, was spotted stranded 
by a member of the public at Freshwater 
West in Pembrokeshire. 

The man, who was out with his family 
looking at a fossilised forest which had 
been exposed by the rough seas, found 
the stricken turtle on the strandline. 

Realising the animal was close to death 
he contacted a local animal rescue group 


and it was transported to Bristol 
Aquarium. 

“It’s extremely fortunate he was found 
alive as loggerheads simply would not be 
able to survive for any length of time in 
British waters,” said Bristol Aquarium’s 
David Wines. 

Loggerhead turtles are rare in UK waters 
but their numbers, along with other warm 
water species do seem to be on the rise. 

Most loggerheads are born along the 
coast of Mexico and Florida although 
there are separate populations in the 
Mediterranean and the Middle East.

Council reveals 
route of Tour de 
France in Essex

DETAILS of the route the Tour de Force will 
take when it passes through Essex this summer 
have been released by the county council this 
week. 

The competitors will travel through the dis¬ 
tricts Uttlesford, Braintree, Chelmsford and 
Epping Forest on Monday, July 7 as part of the 
third stage of the race. 

It will pass over the Mil between junctions 7 
(Harlow) and 6 (M25) before heading through 
Epping on its way to east London. 

The county council is currently working with a 
range of partners to ensure the race passes off 
smoothly, including experts who were involved 
in the delivery of the traffic and crowd manage¬ 
ment plans for the London 2012 Olympics. 

On Tuesday it published a district-by-district 
guide of the route the race will follow as well as 
times for road closures. In the Epping Forest 
district stretch these will be from 8am-5pm. 

The county council has given early warning 
that the route will need to be cleared of all pub¬ 
lic vehicles prior to the scheduled closure times. 
Pedestrian access will be maintained during the 
period of road closures through stewarded 
crossing points. 

A county council spokesman said the length of 



time roads will be closed was necessary to allow 
the route to be prepared, infrastructure to be 
put in place and removed, the tour’s publicity 
caravan of vehicles to travel through the stage 
and the safe dispersal of spectators. 

County councillor Ann Naylor, cabinet mem¬ 
ber for public health and wellbeing, said: 
“Monday, July 7 will be a celebration of cycling 
in Essex. It’s with real pride that we will wel¬ 
come the world’s elite sporting cyclists. 

“This will be an amazing and unforgettable 
spectacle against the backdrop of our beautiful 
rural and urban county. This unique event can’t 
fail to inspire even more peo¬ 
ple to take to their own bikes 
to get around or explore the 
sport of cycling.”

Hospice van found hours after theft 


DESPAIR turned to delight for staff at St Clare 
Hospice after their van was recovered by police 
just hours after it had been stolen from the hos¬ 
pice carpark. 

The Hastingwood-based charity was inundat¬ 
ed with messages of support after it announced 
the theft on social media websites Facebook and 
Twitter. 

The Bedford van - easily identifiable thanks to 
the St Clare logo and branding - was missing 
when staff arrived for work on Tuesday morning. 

CCTV footage revealed the vehicle had been 
driven out of the hospice gates and towards the 
Mil interchange shortly after 11pm the previous 
night. 

Within hours of the news of the theft breaking 
on the charity’s Facebook page, almost 200 peo¬ 
ple had shared the post and several sightings 
were reported in Nazeing. 

The van, which is in use six days a week, makes 
about 10 trips a day delivering and collecting 
furniture and other goods which are bought and 


sold in seven of the hospice shops. 

Chief executive Tanya Curry said: “We are 
delighted that the van has been recovered but as 
a local charity we are gutted that anyone would 
target the hospice, especially to come onto the St 
Clare site under the cover of darkness to steal 
our van. 

“Our van drivers provide a first-class service 
and without it it would not be possible to collect 
the unwanted furniture and other items that the 
public kindly donate to us to sell in our shops, 
helping us generate the vital income we need to 
continue providing our skilled and compassion¬ 
ate care to people living with a terminal or life- 
limiting illness in our community. 

“We just hope the culprits are caught and made 
to understand the impact their actions have had 
on our charity.”

Importance of a 
touch of texture 


ITALIAN garden designer Luciano Giubbilei 
is famous for his creations of understated 
elegance, simple and clean symmetrical design 
complimented by his use of nature, materials, 
light, space and art. 

His style is modern but uses formal 
approaches and clipped plants, while his 
designs are dominated by trees, hedges and 
grasses, with frequent repeat planting - and 
there is an all-important texture to all his 
gardens too. 

"Texture is not something that we just 
look at, it's something that we experience,'' 
Giubbilei explains. "Certain surfaces make you 
observe where you are going to be walking, for 
example. Smooth surfaces are easy to walk on, 
which will encourage you to look further afield 
to observe a space more in depth.'' 

Texture isn't solely focused on the physical 
feel of something, he continues. 

"Texture is associated with emotion. The way 
we experience space isn't just visual.'' 

He has used this vision to create the Laurent- 
Perrier show garden at this year's RHS Chelsea 
Flower show, comprising a simple geometric 
layout juxtaposed with detail which explores 
the contrasting concepts of stillness and 
movement, elegance and rawness. 

The walls of concrete and metal combine 
lustres and materials; the stone surfaces are 
executed with contrasting finishes; the flow 
and reflection of the water gives light and

animation to the space. The planting features 
delicate forms alongside bolder architectural 
leaves - providing a colour spectrum of yellows 
creams and whites, punctuated by accents of 
blue, with a backdrop of deep green foliage. 

A strong wooden sculpture designed by 
highly acclaimed American artist Ursula von 
Rydingsvard will also 
contribute to the garden's 
exploration of texture. 

He insists you don't need 
designers of the highest 
level to make texture work 
though, and says it can be 
created in any garden, even 
the smallest space. 

"If I just had a patio and 
I wanted to create texture, 
the only thing I need is one 
beautiful tree. That would 
create the texture." 

Choose patio plants 
carefully to create different 
textures. Cluster groups of pots together 
combining clipped evergreens with more fluid 
plants such as ferns. He favours predominantly 
green schemes, but these could be enhanced 
with the inclusion of pots of bulbs such as

Tulipa 'Belle Epoch', with 
double flowers in shades of 
coffee mousse, flushed with 
pink. 

In a wider space, placing 
clipped plants such as box 
or beech hedging next 
to wilder varieties such as ferns, which are 
softer and less uniform, will create an effective 
contrast of stillness and movement. 

"People can create a mood in their garden 
using green, big-leaved plants such as hostas, 
ligularia and darmera (umbrella plant), which 


give you weight in a border. That weight also 
creates a certain feeling of calm." 

In the Laurent-Perrier garden, the hard 
materials include a concrete wall, a cedar wood 
sculpture with a backdrop of concrete. 

Giubbilei adds how he believes in the use 
of straight lines in his designs. "For me, the 
straight line has an honesty about it but the 
curve is trying to mimic. You never have to see 
a straight line. It can be perfectly hidden with 
planting on the very edge of the line."

DEATH haunts every frame of Brian Percival's 
wartime drama. 

The Grim Reaper (voiced by Roger Allam) 
is the mellifluous narrator of this beautifully 
crafted story of courage and determination 
during the Second World War, based on the 
international bestseller of the same name by 
Markus Zusak. 

Unseen until the final frames, the shadowy 
figure casts an unsentimental eye over charac¬ 
ters in the midst of bitter and bloody conflict. 

"The only truth that I truly know is that I am 
haunted by humans," he confides. In par¬ 
ticular, Death is haunted by a girl called Liesel 
Meminger (Sophie Nelisse). 

As tensions escalate across Europe, Liesel bids 
a tearful farewell to her Communist mother 
(Heike Makatsch) and is delivered into the care 
of foster parents Hans and Rosa Hubermann 


(Geoffrey Rush, Emily Watson). 

With encouragement from Hans, Liesel learns 
to read and develops a voracious appetite for 
books which is sated in secret by the mayor's 
wife lisa (Barbara Auer) who owns a vast library 
of texts, many of which would go up in flames 
at one of the Nazis' book-burning ceremonies. 

Liesel hides these visits from everyone, 
including her neighbour and good friend Rudy 
Steiner (Nico Liersch), who proudly enrols in the 
Hitler Youth movement. 

One night, a Jewish refugee called Max 
Vandenburg (Ben Schnetzer) arrives at the 
Hubermanns' home and they offer him shelter 
in the basement. 

Liesel becomes complicit in Max's conceal¬ 
ment. However, when school bully Franz 
Deutscher (Levin Liam) overhears Liesel con¬ 
fessing her secret to Rudy, it seems that Max's 
grim fate is sealed. 

Intercut with Death's words of wisdom, The 
Book Thief is a handsome and poignant drama 
that compels us to care about the heroine as 


she risks her life to protect the people she loves 
from annihilation. 

Nelisse is an endearing screen presence, 
whose innocence provides a glimmer of light 
during the darkness of the film's tense and har¬ 
rowing moments. She gels splendidly with Rush 
as the man of principle with a heart of gold, 
and Watson is imperious in opening scenes as 
an iron-fisted matriarch who, as Hans puts it, 
"isn't as strong as she looks." 

John Williams's Oscar-nominated score reso¬ 
nates loud and clear and is complemented by 
excellent production design and costumes that 
evoke the turbulent period between 1938 and 
1942. 

Like Death, we too are haunted by Liesel and 
her incredible journey, which lingers in the 
memory long after the curtain falls on Percival's 
impressive picture.

IN the wake of the recent

Mitchinson gets call 
to represent England 

HARLOW bowls player Steve Mitchinson 
is all set to represent his country. 

The former English national singles 
champion has been called into the 
24-man England team for the British 
Isles Series in Stanley County Durham, 
from March 12-15. 

“One of the players has dropped out, so 
I have been promoted to a starting spot,” 
said Mitchinson. “I am leading, with 
Billy Jackson (Lincolnshire), Mervyn 
King (Norfolk) and Nicky Brett 
(Cambridgshire) skipping.” 

Mitchinson will be looking to find some 
national joy after suffering a heartbreak¬ 
ing 21-20 defeat earlier this month in the 
semi-final of the England National Bowls 
Champion of Champions Bowls - losing 
to the same opponent for the second 
time. 

The player, who is sponsored by 
Autoprotect, failed to make the final 
after a thrilling and close encounter with 
fellow England trialist Chris Daniels 
from Bournemouth IBC. 

He also lost by exactly the same score- 
line when he was beaten in the same 
competition just three years earlier. 

It was the third time in three years he 
had reached the last four of this prestig¬ 
ious competition, only to fail while try¬ 
ing to mount the last hurdle to the final.

Top British junior Josh 
eyes switch to USA 


JOSH Steel’s rapid rise up the 
basketball ranks is continuing at 
pace - and surely it won’t be too 
long before he secures a switch to a 
top American professional club. 

Steel, of The Hoo in Old Harlow, is 
now rated the top junior player in 
Britain and is deciding which 
American college he will join - the 
first rung on the ladder to 
following the likes of fellow Brit 
Loul Deng into the professional 
game where millions can be made. 

The 6ft 4ins tall England Under- 
18 and Barking Abbey player, who 
only just turned 17 in January, has 
enjoyed a meteoric rise to 
prominence over the last couple of 
years, including a selection to the 
Jordan Brand Classic International 
Game in New York, recognising 
him as one of the top players in 
Europe for his age group. 

He will remain in England for one 
more year but is already sitting on 
offers from Montana State 
BIG DECISION TO MAKE: 

Josh Steel, the highest 
ranked GB junior, is 
considering offers from 
several USA colleges, 
renowned for their 
basketball (s) 


University, Florida Atlantic 
University and Drexel as he 
considers a move to a top college 
and from there he will surely make 
a switch to professional basketball 
and the likes of the New York 
Knicks and Orlando Magic. 

Other top colleges in the USA 
including Ole Miss, Virginia, 
Tulane, James Madison, University 
of Nebraska, University North 
Texas, University of South Florida, 
and South Carolina are all showing 
interest in the Harlow youngster. 

The teenager’s rapid rise has seen 
him play for the England U-16s and 
England U-18s, as well as Barking 
Abbey and briefly Medway Park 
Crusaders. 

In America, he played for Barking 
Abbey in the prestigious City of 
Palms Classic, where he turned a 
lot of heads. 

Steel has put together a string of 
impressive performances in Men’s 
Division One of the England 
Basketball League, averaging 18.2 
points per game over his last four 
games (17, 22,12, and 22).

HARLOW Town recorded a 
victory in their final league 
game at The Harlow Arena 
before a gruelling five- 
match period of away 
games. 

The Hawks beat Chatham 
Town 2-0 at home on 
Saturday but boss Danny 
Chapman is well aware that 
the next month’s matches 
will make-or-break their 
quest to lift the division one 
north crown. 

This began with Tuesday’s 
5-2 win at Burnham 
Ramblers, but they now 
visit fellow promotion 
hopefuls Dereham on 
Saturday, Tilbury next 
Tuesday, before away 
matches against Waltham 
Forest (Saturday March 8) 
and play-off chasing team 
AFC Sudbury on Tuesday 
March 11. 

Chapman said: “We have 
five away games on the 
bounce now and we are 
looking to pick up a mini¬ 
mum of 10 points. I would 
have liked to have been on 
60 points but we have 59, so 
that’s okay.” 

The Hawks boss has been 
delighted with his side’s 
home form. “It has been 
fantastic this year. We have 
only lost three games - 
Soham, Waltham Abbey 


and Heybridge. But our 
away form needs to be 
improved.” 

On Saturday, Chatham’s 
Ade Yussuf’s shot hit the 
bar on 10 minutes. 

The deadlock was broken 
in the 35th minute. Junior 
Dadson picked up a poor 
goal kick, stormed forward 
10 yards before lifting the 
ball over a retreating 
defender and into the net. 

Hawks left-back Layne 
Eadie twice cleared off the 
line either side of the break. 


Harlow made it 2-0 in the 
85th minute. A defence¬ 
splitting ball by James 
Smith found ace marksman 
Alex Read who shot home 
from 15 yards into the cor¬ 
ner. 

Chapman was pleased to 
see Shane Stamp return as 
a late sub after several 
weeks out with an ankle 
ligament injury. 

“Having Shane and 
[Junior] Dadson we have 
real pace down each side, 
providing Alex [Read] with 


chances - we are going to 
score goals.” 

Meanwhile, Chapman has 
allowed utility player Joe 
O’Donoghue and keeper 
James May to leave the club. 

Chapman was excited by 
the signing of young keeper 
Luke McGee, who has 
arrived at the club on a one 
month trial from 
Tottenham, and watched 
Saturday’s game. 

Spurs coach Perry 
Suckling, the former 
Manchester City and 



Crystal Palace stopper, has 
overseen this move. 


“It had to be cleared with 
Tim Sherwood and the 
coaching team. He is only 
18. He has got good creden¬ 
tials,” beamed Chapman. 

“He will be here for one 
month to start with. He 
seems happy enough - it’s a 
different type of football to 
what he has been used to. 

“He has been playing for 
the Spurs academy and the 
U-21 team. It will be a good 
experience for him. It’s all 
part of his development. It’s 
proper competitive foot¬ 
ball, he’s playing to win and 
achieve something. It’s a 
different type of pressure 
and physicality. 

“It’s a side [young players] 
need to experience to know 
whether they can move on.”

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Harlow RFC are 
pioneering RFU 
coaching project 

HARLOW Rugby Club are pio¬ 
neering an RFU pilot scheme to 
coach young players. 

The RFU has developed a new 
approach for teaching rugby to 
young players and the Elizabeth 
Way club is one of a small number 
of clubs who have been asked to 
pilot the scheme. 

It goes under the name of Kids 
First Rugby and it focuses on chil¬ 
dren aged 6 to 11. The scheme has 
gone live in the Harlow mini and 
midi rugby sections. 

“The section coaches gave up 
their time over a weekend to be 
introduced to the concept by RFU 
regional coaches and introduced 
it to the parents of club members 
after Sunday morning training/’ 
explained club spokesman Dave 
Sharp. “In the coming weeks the 
concepts will be built into the 
training sessions and the coaches 
monitor its success.”

FULL-back Rob Mackie is convinced 
Rams can still achieve a top four 
spot in the RFU London division 
three north east table. 

Speaking after his side bounced 
back from a month without a league 
game due to the weather with a thrill¬ 
ing 36-25 victory against Wanstead, 
played at Bishop’s Stortford College, 
Mackie set his sights high.

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Hawks chief’s scorn 
at unfair accusation

HAWKS chief executive Tom 
Cunningham has hit back after 
the club chairman of an Essex 
rival claimed the state-of-the-art 
4G artificial surface at The 
Harlow Arena gave them an 
‘unfair advantage’ in the promo¬ 
tion race. 

Speaking just before Harlow 
Town closed the gap on leaders 
VCD to a solitary point with an 
away win at Burnham Ramblers 
on Tuesday, Cunningham 
laughed off the comments of 
Witham Town chairman Tony 
Last, whose side are also chasing 
promotion from the Ryman divi¬ 
sion one north. 

Witham are eight points behind 
Harlow with six games in hand. 

Cunningham said: “I’m not 
interested in the views other 
chairmen have of Harlow Town 
FC but I take Mr Last’s comments 
as a major compliment because it 
highlights the considerable pri¬ 
vate investment we have made in 
Harlow Town FC, and the cancel¬ 
lation of matches this season jus¬ 
tifies this. 

“Furthermore, the all-weather 
state-of-the-art pitch is not only 
for the first team to play matches 
on, it has also enabled us to estab¬ 
lish The Harlow Academy which 
will be a major part of coaching, 
educating and inspiring young 
footballers for years to come. This 


is what football is all about.” 

Witham have been hit the hard¬ 
est by postponements in the 
whole division - they still have 
half of their fixtures left to play. 

Their early-season cup exploits 
have meant they have been play¬ 
ing catch-up fixture-wise for 
most of the season, but a string of 
postponements - especially at 
Spa Road - means they are up to 
nine games behind some teams 
in the division. 


Harlow’s tally of 13 home wins 
- on their 4G pitch - is the highest 
in the league. 

And Last said: “I think it’s an 
unfair advantage. They’re playing 
all their games, but again it is who 
can afford to go and pay £400,000 
for a pitch - we can’t. 

“Even if you get a grant, you still 
need to find £200,000 and we 
can’t find that sort of money. It’s 
so frustrating. 

“The teams down in 


Cambridgeshire and Norfolk 
haven’t been affected so much by 
the rain, Harlow have got a plastic 
pitch, and I call it that because 
that’s what it is. 

“Every time you kick the ball or 
it bounces, some black stuff 
comes up. We’ve got eight games 
[in hand] on Soham, is that fair? I 
don’t think so.” 

Witham were beaten in the play¬ 
off semi-final last year in their 
first season back in the Ryman 
League, and are on course to at 
least do the same this time 
around. 

Last hailed the work of Witham 
manager and former Bishop’s 
Stortford player Garry Kimble, 
adding: “He’s done a marvellous 
job and I can’t praise him enough. 

“But he’s getting frustrated and 
the players are getting frustrated 
because they’re not playing. All 
they’re doing is training, we’re 
lucky enough to have an Astro 
surface to train on, but all we can 
do is keep them ticking over.” 

He added: “We haven’t had any 
snow yet, but if we get that what 
are they going to do then? They 
can’t extend the league as Mr 
[Alan] Turvey [Ryman League 
president] has told everybody 
[they cannot]. But what are they 
going to do if teams have still got 
10 or 15 games left to play when it 
comes to April 26?” 


Striker turned down offer from Kingstonian 


HAWKS boss Danny Chapman has 
revealed that hat-trick hero Alex 
Read turned down an approach 
from Kingstonian when they were 
top of the Ryman premier division 
this season. 

The striker, whose treble in 
Tuesday’s 5-2 victory at Burnham 
Ramblers maintained Harlow 
Town’s title bid in Ryman League 
division one north, has rejected 
numerous approaches from clubs 
playing at a higher level this term 
because he wants to help the 
Hawks to promotion. 

“We have had so many seven-day 
approaches for Alex this year,” said 
Chapman. “The biggest one was 
Kingstonian and at the time they 
were top of the premier division. He 
turned them down. 

“He knows what we are trying to 
achieve at the football club, which 
is nice.
